HIS PREDECESSOR WOULD BE "INOPPORTUNE" PRIOR TO THE 
CONCLUSION OF THE JURIDICAL PROCESS. 

3. WRITER CONTENDS THAT "IN CONGRESS, NUMEROUS DEMOCRATS 
AND EVEN SOME REPLUBLICAN BELIEVE THAT THE DECISION OF

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5. COMMENT: ZAIRIAN PRESS HAD BEEN LATE IN GETTING ON

BECAME INCREASINGLY INEVITABLE. THIS REPRESENTS FIRST
